Side Car Coach Lines (not affiliated with the Disney Organization) will begin daily bus 
service between the communities of Mascotte/Groveland — Minneola/Clermont — 
Winter Garden/Ocoee and the Walt Disney World Resort Complex on Monday, 
November 10. The service is being made available to Walt Disney World employees, 
and will coincide with the major working shifts. 

Cast members who live in these communities may now park downtown and board a 
transit bus to work. 

The fee is based on a one-way ticket from the point of origination: Boarding in 
Groveland or Clermont — $1.75 one-way, boarding in Winter Garden — $1.50 one- 
way.

DO YOU HAVE A VALID 
PARKING STICKER? 


Have you been having trouble com- 
ing through the gate because you are 
driving a vehicle without a valid 
sticker or no sticker at all? This can be 
easily solved by following the simple 
steps below: 

1) To update your sticker, you 
need to bring your WDW ID and your 
pink inspection receipt to the ID Of- 
fice. After receiving your renewal 
strip, do not remove any part of your 
WDW parking sticker in order to affix 
the new renewal strip. 

2) If the vehicle is owned by you or 
your immediate family, you may put 
a WDW sticker on the vehicle. To do 
so, you must bring: 

(a) Your WDW ID, 

(b) Vehicle registration or transfer 
paper, 

(c) The pink inspection receipt.

Before you dispose 
of your privately owned vehicle, 
upon termination or in the event you 
require a new sticker, scrape your 
parking sticker off your vehicle and 
return the remains to the ID Office. 
This includes the base sticker and the 
renewal strip. 

3) In the event you purchase a new 
vehicle, your car is owned by a 
friend, neighbor, etc., or any vehicle 
being used temporarily, you can 
obtain a temporary vehicle pass by 
bringing the following to the ID 
Office: 

(a) Your WDW ID, 

(b) Paperwork showing who owns 
the car and the type of vehicle it is 
(registration, title, inspection receipt, 
etc.). 

If by chance you need the pass ex- 
tended, return it to ID. If you pur- 
chase a new vehicle, this pass is only 
temporary until your registration 
comes through. Upon receiving your 
registration, follow the steps indi- 
cated above for getting anew sticker.
